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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1972. 


Ladies  &  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1972. 

Of  necessity  the  report  is  much  briefer  than  in  past  years,  although 
all  the  essential  facts  and  figures  are  still  included.  The  reason  for 
the  brevity  is,  of  course,  the  vast  amount  of  additional  work,  especially 
clerical,  which  has  arisen  because  of  re-organisation  in  Local  Government 
and  in  the  Health  Service.  Apart  from  the  additional  work-load,  all 
levels  of  staff  have  felt  uneasy  and  restless  over  such  major  changes. 

It  is  early  days  to  predict  the  final  results  of  Health  Service  re¬ 
organisation;  nevertheless ,  the  principles  of  unification  of  the  three 
arms  of  administration  should  make  for  more  efficient  planning  of  the 
way  the  services  should  develop.  Some  care  is  needed  to  see  that  the 
help  and  advice  which  local  authorities  need  continues  to  be  readily 
available.  So  far,  the  preparations  to  provide  this  seem  satisfactory 
to  me.  No  doubt  some  adjustments  and  alterations  will  be  needed  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  dictates  of  experience.  In  summation,  I  do  not  feel 
pessimistic  at  all  over  these  changes. 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  district  are  not  significantly  dif¬ 
ferent  to  previous  years  or  to  national  figures,  and,  therefore,  illustrat 
a  continuing  satisfactory  service  to  the  public.  It  is  relevant,  at  this 
time,  to  point  out  that  this  is  not  just  the  Public  Health  Service  in 
isolation.  Almost  all  the  measures  we  undertake  depend  on  concerted 
approaches  by  the  general  practitioners,  hospital  services  and  ourselves, 
underlining  again  the  logic  in  unification  of  the  three  branches. 

In  closing  this  introduction,  I  would  like  to  thank  past  and  present 
Councillors  for  their  help  and  encouragement  through  the  years.  I  have 
always  found  our  association  a  friendly  one,  for  which  I  am  grateful.  I 
hope  and  expect  to  meet  again  those  who  are  continuing  in  public  service 
in  the  new  Authorities,  so  that  not  all  the  old  ties  will  be  broken. 

My  thanks  also  to  all  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  advice 
and  help. 

Last,  but  not  by  any  means  least,  my  thanks  to  my  own  staff  - 
especially  for  their  efforts  over  the  last,  very  trying,  eighteen  months.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


POPULATION. 


The  Registrar  General  has  given  his  estimation  of  the  population  as 
41,650.  This  is  an  increase  of  910  compared  with  the  1.971  figure.  The 
total,  of  course,  includes  the  population  of  patients  and  staff  in  the 
Middlewood  Mental  Hospital,  and  staff  at  the  Wharncliffe  Hospital,  which  is 
estimated  at  1,486.  The  net  population  of  the  district  would  thus  be 
40,164. 

BIRTHS . 


There  were  688  live  births  registered  in  the  district  during  1972.  Of 
these  336  were  males  and  352  females.  The  number  is  87  less  than  the  figure 
for  1971.  There  were  25  illegitimate  births,  11  males  and  14  females. 

During  the  year  there  were  11  still-births,  4  males  and  7  females.  This 
is  6  more  than  in.  1971. 

DEATHS , 


During  1972,  614  deaths,  302  males  and  312  females,  were  attributed  to 
the  district,  61  more  than  for  the  year  1971. 

I  set  out  overleaf  tables  of  Live  Birth  Rates,  Still-birth  Rates  and 
Crude  Death  Rates,  with  those  rates  for  other  parts  of  the  country.  These 
show  how  the  district  compares  with  the  country  generally.

The  cases  occurred  12  in  the  first  quarter,  14  in  the  second,  3  in  the  third 
and  11  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year.  Once  again  the  majority  of  the  cases, 

27,  occurred  in  the  5  -  10  years  age  group.  This  is  caused  by  a  droplet  infection, 
most  easily  spread  in  a  confined  space  and,  therefore,  tends  to  occur  during  the 
early  years  in  school. 

DIPHTHERIA. 


No  cases  were  notified  in  1972.  The  computer  scheme  continued  in  the 
divisional  area.  The  figures  shown  below  illustrate  an  immunisation  rate  of  86% 
for  the  division  as  a  whole.  Before  adopting  the  computer  system  of  recording, 
the  rate  was  approximately  70%.  This  increase  applies  also  to  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus  immunisation.

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  2  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  1972,  compared  with  45 
for  1971.  Both  cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter,  and  in  the  High  Green  area. 

There  will  be  many  children  who  acquire  the  infection,  but  due  to  immunisation 
the  attack,  is  mild  enough  to  be  unrecognisable  as  Whooping  Cough,  and,  most  important, 
the  complications  of  the  disease  are  very  infrequent.  In  the  Division  1,385 
children  were  immunised  during  1972. 

MEASLES.

SMALLPOX. 


There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox  notified  in  the  area  in  1972.  It  is  now 
agreed  policy  to  stop  routine  vaccination,  due  to  an  overall  improvement  in 
world  control  of  this  disease.  Vaccination  is  still  recommended  for  travellers 
to  countries  where  the  disease  is  endemic.  It  is  also  recommended  for  all  staff 
who  would  be  required  to  deal  with  patients  during  an  outbreak  in  this  country.

There  were  7  cases  notified  during  1972,  3  in  the  first  quarter,  1  in  the 
second  quarter,  1  in  the  third  quarter  and  2  in  the  fourth  quarter.  Of  this 
number,  3  were  male  and  4  female,  and  this  is  a  decrease  of  3  compared  with  the 
number  notified  in  1971. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  OF  THE  ALIMENTARY  TRACT. 


There  were  2  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  1972,  1  in  the  first 
quarter  and  1  in  the  third  quarter.  4  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified,  all  in 
the  first  quarter,  in  the  High  Green  area. 

I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  said  many  times  before;  the  ultimate  control 
of  these  diseases  is  by  careful  toilet  hygiene,  i.e.  hand-washing  after  visiting 
the  toilet,  and  by  care  in  the  handling  and  storing  of  foodstuffs  in  the  shops  and 
in  the  home . 

Once  an  outbreak  occurs  it  can  only  be  halted  by  painstaking  contact  tracing 
and  the  taking  of  precautionary  faeces  samples.  Most  of  this  work  is  done  by 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  goes  on  all  the  year  round. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


During  1972  there  were  2  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified,  a  decrease  of  6 
compared  with  the  previous  year;  both  of  these  were  patients  with  tuberculosis  of 
the  lung.  Apart  from  those  above,  2  more  cases  were  renotified  and  1  more  case 
was  placed  on  the  register,  having  been  transferred  from  Sheffield.  During  the 
same  period  38  cases  were  taken  off  our  register,  10  of  which  were  cured,  13  died, 
and  the  remaining  15  were  transferred  to  other  areas. 

Miniature  X-ray  of  the  chest  is  available  at  the  static  units  in  Sheffield 
and  Barnsley. 

The  Council's  main  contribution  to  the  control  of  tuberculosis  is  in  the  field 
of  housing.  This  is  accomplished  in  two  ways;  one  is  by  the  condemnation  of 
sub-standard  houses;  the  other  is  by  providing  suitable  housing  to  families  who 
have  to  cope  with  an  infectious  case  in  their  midst.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 


In  1972  we  employed  five  qualified  Chiropodists,  who  treated  985  patients 
in  the  Direct  Service  Clinics;  this  involved  4,560  treatments.  Of  this  number 
971  were  pensioners  and  14  were  physically  handicapped.  Domiciliary  visits 
were  undertaken  in  respect  of  388  patients;  of  these  374  were  pensioners  and 
14  handicapped  persons.  In  all  they  received  1,636  treatments. 

This  continues  to  be  a  very  popular  service,  still  showing  a  definite 
increase.  The  service  is  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  for  persons 
of  pensionable  age  (men  of  65  years  and  women  of  60  years),  the  physically 
handicapped  and  for  expectant  mothers.  The  main  uptake,  of  course,  is  by  the 
elderly .

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


HOSPITALS . 


Infectious  Disease.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  treatment  in 
hospital  are  admitted  to  Lodge  Moor  Hospital,  Sheffield. 

Maternity  Cases.  Where  admission  to  a  Maternity  Hospital  is  required, 
provision  is  available  at  the  Chapeltown  Maternity  Home,  the  Northern  General 
Hospital,  Sheffield,  the  Jessop  Hospital  for  Women,  Sheffield,  and  the  Barnsley 
District  General  Hospital. 

General  Hospitals.  All  the  General  Hospitals  in  Sheffield  and  Barnsley 
are  available  for  residents  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District  who  require 
hospitalisation. 

LABORATORY  SERVICES. 


The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Wakefield  and  Sheffield  are  available  to 
provide  all  the  necessary  investigations  we  may  require  in  the  epidemiological 
field.  The  respective  Medical  Directors  are  always  willing  to  help  and  advise, 
and  I  am  grateful  to  them. 

MORTUARY . 


The  necessary  accommodation,  with  facilities  for  post-mortem  examinations, 
is  available  at  the  very  modern  and  well  equipped  Mortuary  in  Salt  Box  Lane, 
Grenoside . 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


Ambulance  facilities  continue  to  be  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  27  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

No  staffing  difficulties  were  experienced  during  1972,  and  personnel  at 
the  Hoyland  Depot  number  34,  plus  2  cleaners,  while  at  the  Penistone  Sub-depot 
there  are  9  staff,  with  1  cleaner,  the  entire  complement  being  under  the  control 
of  a  Station  Officer. 

There  was  an  increase  of  two  vehicles,  with.  10  ambulances  operating  from 
the  Hoyland  Depot  and  3  from  Penistone. 

Demands  on  the  service  are  increasing,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the 
statistics  for  the  year  under  review.  The  number  of  patients  carried  was 
53,655,  an  increase  of  1,886  on  the  figure  for  1971.  The  number  of  miles 
travelled  went  up  by  19,289,  to  317,446.  There  were  288  calls  to  road 
accidents  during  1972,  involving  428  people,  of  which  12  were  fatalities.  In 
such  circumstances,  that  the  majority  of  the  personnel  are  competent  to  render 
first-aid  is  an  invaluable  asset,  and  amply  justifies  the  time  spent  on  training. 
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WELL -WOMAN  CLINICS. 


This  service,  designed  to  reduce  cancer  and  general  illness  among  women, 
continues  as  before.  At  the  clinic  the  following  procedures  take  place  - 
cervical  smear,  breast  examination,  pelvic  examination,  blood  pressure  reading, 
hemoglobin  estimation,  urine  testing  for  sugar  and  albumin.  To  estimate  the 
precise  value  of  these  clinics  is  difficult.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that 
the  ladies  are  in  favour,  since  our  waiting  lists  show  a  distinct  tendency  to 
increase  and  there  will  be  need  to  provide  extra,  regular,  clinic  sessions. 

This  is,  of  course,  an  extension  of  the  simple  Cervical  Cytology  Clinics. 

FAMILY  PLANNING. 


Direct  Service  Clinic  sessions  are  now  held  regularly  on  alternate  Wednesday 
afternoons  at  the  Health  Centre,  Mill  Road,  Ecclesfield,  and  the  Health  Centre, 
Johnson  Street,  Stocksbridge .  During  1.972,  49  sessions  were  held  at  these  two 
clinics  and  174  new  patients  were  seen.  The  total  number  of  attendances  was 
783.  For  those  who  live  in  Hoyland  and  Penis tone,  the  Stocksbridge  and  Ecclesfielc 
clinics  can  be  used,  or  the  patients  can  attend  the  Family  Planning  Association 
Clinic  in  Barnsley.  As  soon  as  the  medical  staffing  situation  permits,  it  is  my 
intention  to  set  up  separate  clinics  in  Penistone  and  Hoyland.  If  all  goes  well, 
that  will  be  quite  soon  now.

The  remaining  235  houses  (1.65%)  drain  to  works  operated  by  Rotherham 
Borough  (Thorpe  Hesley)  and  Hoyland  Nether  U.D.C.  (Hoyland  Common). 

The  number  of  houses  not  connected  to  public  sewers  (1.44)  are  located 
mainly  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  Bradfield  Parish.

SLUM  CLEARANCE. 

General . 

This  was  the  18th  year  of  the  Council's  long-term  Slum  Clearance 
Programme  based  on  dealing  with  50  houses  per  annum. 

The  number  dealt  with  up  to  the  end  of  1971  was  906  and  during  1972  a 
further  2  dwellings  were  represented  making  a  total  of  908  for  the  period 
which  is  slightly  ahead  of  schedule. 

The  houses  were  represented  as  individually  unfit.  One  at  Grenoside 
was  made  the  subject  of  a  demolition  order.  The  other,  at  Stahnington, 
was  the  subject  of  negotiations  for  improvement  with  grant  assistance.
